Regarding claims 9, 10, 12, 17-19, 21 and 28, Applicant has argued that the term capture has a meaning not disclosed in the applied 
prior art. However, using Applicant's definition of capture meaning to restrain movement, the applied prior art, Rettinger, restrains the 
general movement of the fluid by confining movement only through a specific flow channel. The device having the channel and 
•mmersed in the borehole fluid would mean that fluid would inherently move into and be present in the channel, i.e., the fluid would reside 
n the channel. 

furthermore, it is noted that the term capture was not used in the application as filed, but was amended into the claims and hence the 
specification during a later amendment. In the application as filed, the channel or annular chamber merely permitted fluid that might 
enter to reside therein (See specification at paragraphs 0005, 0016, and 0018). Nowhere was there any use of the term capture. The 
definition of capture used for the rejection in relation to the channel was interpreted to be similar in scope to the operation of the channel 
as described of the specification. 

The definition of capture proposed by Applicant is not contemplated or described in the specificaiton as filed. If the Applicant wants to 
redefine the operation of the channel in the terms of capture as defined by Applicant in the after final amendment, the Applicant would 
raise an issue of new matter. 

Regarding claim 13, this claim was allowable if it was amended to include all the features of the claims from which it depended. 
Applicant has amended claim 13 to include some of the features of claim 9 from which it depended, but not all. The circumferential 
channel has been deleted from the claim as amended and accordingly has a differing scope which will require new search and/or 
consideration.. 
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
